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GRADUATE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 
AUGUST  2-26,    1955 


Columbia  Seminary  will  again  conduct  its  gradu- 
ate summer  school  in  1955,  as  this  seems  to  be 
satisfying  a  real  need  for  many  ministers  who 
desire  a  period  of  systematic  study  as  well  as  an 
opportunity  for  Christian  fellowship  with  some  of 
their  fellow-ministers  during  their  vacation  period. 

Classes  will  start  on  schedule  on  Tuesday,  Au- 
gust 2.  Students  may  register  on  the  preceding 
Monday  afternoon  or  some  time  during  the  day 
on  Tuesday.  Classes  will  end  on  Friday,  August  26. 
All  classes  will  meet  each  day  from  Tuesday 
through  Saturday,  except  that  there  will  be  no 
classes  on  Saturday  of  the  last  week.  Each  class 
gives  an  academic  credit  of  two  quarter  hours ;  no 
student  may  take  more  than  six  hours  of  credit.

Each  student  will  read  a  number  of  books  and  technical 
journals  in  the  New  Testament  field  and  will  make  re- 
ports on  them  to  the  class.  The  class  will  discuss  and 
evaluate  them.

216.    History  of  Christian  Doctrine 

The  foundation  of  Christian  doctrine  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment and  its  unfolding  in  the  early  church.  Dr.  Wm.

142.    The  Catholic  Epistles 

Introduction  to  and  exegesis  of  selected  ones  of  the 
General  Letters  of  the  New  Testament.  In  Greek.

180.    The  Psalms 

The  Book  of  Psalms  is  a  little  Bible.  It  comprises  many 


elements;  Law  and  gospel,  history  and  prophecy, 
philosophy,  religion,  and  ethics;  these  make  it  a  rich 
treasury.  A  course  in  the  theology  of  the  Psalter  in- 
cludes studies  not  only  in  God,  but  also  in  man,  sin, 
revelation,  Messiah,  salvation,  immortality,  etc.  As  the 
student  explores  this  storehouse  of  materials  for  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  he  will  find  a  supply  for  his 
own  spiritual  needs.

An  English  Bible  study  of  these  two  important 
epistles.  Dr.  Green. 

All  of  the  classes  will  be  held  in  the  new,  air- 
conditioned  library  building,  so  students  may 
study  and  go  to  class  in  comfort  even  during  a 
period  of  summer  heat. 

The  tuition  fee  for  the  courses  is  $6.00  per 
quarter  hour. 

Rooms  in  the  dormitory  are  available  for  men 
who  come  alone  at  a  cost  of  $10.00.  Dormitory 
rooms  are  also  available  for  men  and  their  wives 
at  a  cost  of  $15.00  per  couple.  For  married  men 
who  would  like  to  bring  their  wives  and  children, 
a  number  of  apartments  on  the  campus  are  avail- 
able; the  rent  is  $40.00,  and  each  student  pays  for 
his  own  utilities.  The  apartments  will  be  allocated 
on  a  first-come-first-served  basis,  so  early  appli- 
cation is  recommended.  The  seminary  will  not  open 
its  refectory  for  the  summer  school,  but  several 
good  restaurants  are  easily  available  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  campus. 

All  of  the  classes  are  scheduled  in  the  morning, 
so  the  afternoons  and  evenings  will  be  free  for 
study  and  recreation.
